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Borough 
in U-turn 
on living 
wage bid 

HUNDREDS of council 
workers are poised to be 
paid the living wage after 
a U-turn by bosses - in a 
move that will cost about 
£330,000 in extra wages. 

Some 1,015 workers or 
contractors for Walsall 
Council are currently below 
the living wage of £7.65 
compared to the minimum 
wage of £6.31. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said last week that an in¬ 
crease was unlikely as it 
would cost too much. But in 
a U-turn he has now asked 
the town hall’s human re¬ 
sources and finance depart¬ 
ments to come up with a 
report outlining proposals 
to offer the living wage to 
those employees directly 
employed by the council. 

He said: “I have in¬ 
structed our officers to pre¬ 
pare a report for the cabinet 
to outline the cost which 
would be £330,000 of which 
50 per cent can be picked up 
by the schools.” 

There had been concerns 
that the total increase in 
wages including those con¬ 
tracted in areas such as 
social care would see the an¬ 
nual wage bill rocket by at 
least £2 million. 

Councillor Mohammad 
Nazir said: “I would like 
to make it clear this is our 
policy. We have always been 
fully committed to imple¬ 
menting the living wage 
regardless of the Conserva¬ 
tives.” 

Yobs banned 
from outlets 

A NUMBER of banning or¬ 
ders have been issued fol¬ 
lowing reports of anti-social 
behaviour around two take¬ 
aways in Walsall. 

More than 40 people have 
been banned from KFC in 
Leamore and a dozen have 
been handed out banning 
troublemakers from Mc¬ 
Donald’s at Reedswood Re¬ 
tail Park. 

Police patrols have also 
been stepped up around the 
retail park and Leamore 
areas. 


PROTESTERS WIN 
CEMETERY FIGHT

CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating this week after plans 
for an 8,000-plot cemetery have been scrapped fol¬ 
lowing a massive public outcry against the scheme. 

They have also pledged to carry on in their fight after revised 
proposals were put forward by developers. The original plans for 
a £3 million cemetery in Aldridge Road, Walsall, sparked outrage 
among neighbours when they were announced 18 months ago. 
Since then more than 1,200 signatures have been collected on a 
petition and a series of heated public meetings have been held. 


Nasal spray 
flu vaccine 
for students 

PUPILS across Walsall will be offered a 
nasal flu vaccine in school this autumn 
as part of a pilot scheme. 

The nasal spray vaccine - Fluenz - 
will help protect them from the virus 
and reduce the chance of other family 
members getting it. 

Around 3,500 year seven and eight 
pupils will be eligible and healthcare 
staff will administer the vaccine in the 
child’s school, during the autumn term. 

Letters have started to go out to Wal¬ 
sall parents and carers advising them of 
the benefits of vaccination and answer¬ 
ing common questions about its safety 
and effectiveness. 

Pilot schemes are already running in 
the Black Country, Birmingham and So¬ 
lihull, Shropshire and Staffordshire as 
well as elsewhere in the country. 

Uma Viswanathan, consultant in 
Public Health Medicine at Walsall 
Council, said: “Fluenz is a simple spray 
up the nose. It is painless, very quick, 
and side effects are uncommon and gen¬ 
erally mild. Flu can be a really nasty 
illness than can sometimes lead to seri¬ 
ous complications. It is also easily con¬ 
tracted by friends and family.” 


Walsall Council had originally re¬ 
jected the plans in February last year, 
leading to the Springhill Cemetery 
Group appealing to the Planning In¬ 
spectorate in Bristol. 

Now Government planning inspec¬ 
tors have thrown out the plans. How¬ 
ever, a revised scheme has already 
been sent to the council, including 
flooding assessments and proposals to 
plant trees to keep a reception building 
hidden. 

Planning inspector Jennifer Vyse 
said: “The proposal would involve in¬ 
appropriate development which is in¬ 
trinsically harmful to the green belt. It 
would involve a loss of openness and 
some harm from the introduction of a 
new access and parking areas.” 

Resident Bob Barnard said: “On 
behalf of all the residents against the 
cemetery, I feel the planning inspec¬ 
tor has got this appeal right and very 
much agreed with reasons given by 
Walsall Council in the refusal notice. 

“There is very little green belt land 
left in the Hatherton area and it is 
great to see it being protected. We are 
all delighted at this outcome.” 

The inspector also raised concerns 
over possible flooding with the scheme. 
But Mellish Road resident Imran 
Azam highlighted the fact that revised 
plans had been submitted, adding: “I 
want to remind residents that another 
amended application for the cemetery 
at this site is still under consideration 
by the planning officers at Walsall 
Council. 

“The fight to save our precious green 
belt land continues.” 

The cemetery group was unavailable 
for comment.

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Water supply nit by burst pipe 


FAMILIES were left unable to take 
a shower or a bath for a fortnight 
after a water pipe burst. 

Some residents were forced to 
boil the kettle to get hot water to 
wash as a result of the issue which 
emerged two-and-a-half weeks ago 
in Farringdon Street, Walsall. 

It was caused by damage to a pipe 
which was near a telegraph pole 
and has taken until this week to 


be fully repaired. The pole needed 
to be moved to make way for water 
engineers to access the pipe. The 
water pressure has since returned 
to normal. 

Resident Melanie Vickers, aged 
59, said: “It has been going on for 
two weeks and we haven’t been able 
to have a shower or a bath. We were 
having to boil the kettle and take 
a bowl of water into the bathroom 


as the pressure just wasn’t good 
enough. It was a nightmare but we 
are so glad it is sorted now. It went 
on for a long time and the water 
company explained that it was be¬ 
cause the pipe was in an awkward 
position and the telegraph pole had 
to be moved.” 

Mrs Vickers said there were orig¬ 
inally fears that it could take an¬ 
other month for the telegraph pole 


to be moved as the process was so 
complicated. But engineers even¬ 
tually spent about five hours at the 
site fixing the problem, and tempo¬ 
rarily moving the pole. 

South Staffs Water spokeswoman 
Caroline Maddox said the problem 
was fixed by 9pm last Wednesday. 
She said: “BT engineers moved the 
telegraph pole and the pipe was 
then repaired.”

All change 
for buses 
to borough 

A BUS has been withdrawn 
as part of a shake-up of ser¬ 
vices in Walsall and Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

The 32 service run by 
Arriva Midlands between 
Brownhills and Hednesford 
has been taken off following 
a review. A slump in users 
has prompted the decision 
and is being partially re¬ 
placed by the 33 service. 

The number 32 bus be¬ 
tween Hednesford, Can¬ 
nock, Heath Hayes and 
Brownhills has been consid¬ 
ered no longer sustainable 
on a commercial basis. 

Bosses say they have re¬ 
viewed services to provide 
regular, punctual and ro¬ 
bust bus transport. This has 
seen improvements on some 
routes. The timetable for 
the service 31 between Ru- 
geley and Cannock has been 
revised with buses running 
up to every 30 minutes. The 
33 which goes between Ru- 
geley, Heath Hayes, Clay- 
hanger, Pelsall and Walsall 
has also been revised to run 
every 20 minutes. 

Keith Myatt, regional 
marketing and communica¬ 
tions manager, said: “Arriva 
Midlands monitors its bus 
services at regular intervals, 
following recent monitoring 
the need to make changes to 
local bus services has been 
highlighted.” 


Crown Court heard. 

Mr Jonathon Barker,

15, 2012, and was jailed by 
Judge Robin Onions. “He 
was totally ill equipped to 
deal with the pressures a 
baby brings,” the judge said. 

Mr Jon Roe, defending, 
said Smith was tired and 
had shaken the baby ‘reck¬ 
lessly’. 

He added: “He has tried 
and failed to come to terms 
with his actions.” 

“It was the first time the 
baby had stayed overnight 
with him. He was tired and 
having difficulties coping. 

“He knows the impor¬ 
tance of a father in a child’s 
life and wants to re-estab¬ 
lish himself with her al¬ 
though he realises this will 
be a slow laborious process.”

Borough 
services 
for young 
face cuts 

SUPPORT for young peo¬ 
ple, including career guid¬ 
ance and youth groups is 
facing budget cuts of more 
than a third. 

The services in Walsall 
could be taken out of council 
control and run by a not-for- 
profit organisation or char¬ 
ity to save money. 

The funding for the In¬ 
tegrated Young People’s 
Support Services has plum¬ 
meted from £9.1 million 
in 2009/10 to £5.8m in the 
coming financial year. And 
Walsall Council bosses have 
warned they are struggling 
to keep services going. 

So they are proposing for 
a non-profit firm to take on 
the services. It would save 
£ 1.78m over four years. 

Some 126 staff will be 
transferred from the coun¬ 
cil to the new body, keeping 
their existing terms of em¬ 
ployment. The department 
includes a youth justice 
service, that works with 150 
children on court orders to 
help rehabilitation. 

And it also funds activ¬ 
ities in youth centres and 
holiday programmes, as 
well as providing support for 
families of youngsters with 
special educational needs. 
Career advice to young peo¬ 
ple across the borough is 
also offered. 

No certainty 
on body find 

A POST mortem carried 
out on a body discovered in 
a field in Staffordshire has 
proved inconclusive, police 
have said.

Catherine’s Cross Nurs¬ 
ery, in Pinfold Street, Dar- 
laston, had its Ofsted licence 
withdrawn last year amid 
concerns over children’s 
safety. The management 
was said to be poor and in¬ 
effectual, while it was said 
that inadequate learning 
opportunities were being of¬ 
fered to children. 

Nursery operators Darlas- 
ton Community Association 
appealed against the Of¬ 
sted move, but the decision 
was upheld at a First Tier 
Tribunal. In a statement 
the association said: “We 
were disappointed to lose 
the appeal against Ofsted’s 
decision to cancel the regis¬ 
tration of Catherine’s Cross 
Nursery. We are sad that 
Darlaston has lost a nursery 
which was much valued by 
local parents.” 

Ofsted had said the con¬ 
cerns were sufficient to jus¬ 
tify removing the nursery 
from the register and, after 
an appeal, a judge has now 
backed that decision. 

The tribunal had ‘simply 
insufficient evidence’ to sug¬ 
gest past mistakes had been 
reflected upon or plans for 
improvement put in place. 

veteran racer 
killed on track 

A VETERAN racing driver 
from Staffordshire has died 
in a crash during a classic 
car race at Silverstone. 

Denis Welch, aged 69, 
was racing in the pre-1966 
Grand Prix Cars category 
at the time. The race was 
stopped and Mr Welch was 
taken to the circuit’s medi¬ 
cal centre, but medics were 
unable to save him.

Study due on move for care home patients 


PLANS to discharge elderly people from 
hospital into nursing home beds in Walsall 
is to be researched to see how it works in 
other areas of the country, by councillors. 

Beds could be commissioned for patients 
well enough to be released from Walsall 
Manor but who need support before they go 
home. Up to 40 beds could be booked to ease 
the pressure on the Swift discharge suite at 
the hospital, which has faced rising patient 
numbers, and help people who may need 
physio and other therapies. 


Members of Walsall Council’s social care 
and health scrutiny panel have now asked 
to go and visit homes outside the borough 
where the model is being used to see how 
effective it is. 

They have also asked for regular updates 
and feedback from patients and families if 
the proposals are approved. 

Councillor Mike Flower said his own 
family had been in the situation where 
his elderly grandfather wanted to return 
home from hospital but his elderly grand¬ 


mother was worried about how they’d cope. 
Fears were also echoed by councillor Diane 
Coughlan who said: “Our aim is to rehabil¬ 
itate people so they can go home but I am 
concerned about putting them in an envi¬ 
ronment with people who are possibly never 
coming home. 

“The staff are used to feeding, toileting 
and a bit of interaction and we’re asking 
much more of them to help people return 
home.” Keith Skerman, interim executive 
director for social care at the council, said 


there would be multi-disciplinary teams 
involved so that everyone concerned knew 
what therapists people needed. The dis¬ 
charge unit at Walsall Manor is currently 
used for frail patients who have a lengthy 
rehabilitation ahead of them. 

But bosses admit it is becoming ‘more 
like a hospital ward’ as the hospital gets 
busier and A&E admissions soar. The 34- 
bed Swift Discharge Unit has been in place 
since 2011. It emerged earlier this month 
that the move could be in place by March.

AN MP has called for a probe 
into the recruitment of GPs 
at a surgery after complaints 
from patients that they were 
served by a string of locum 
doctors. 

Speaking in the House of Com¬ 
mons, Walsall South MP Valerie 
Vaz said she has written to the 
Care Quality Commission. 

The MP cites a lack of action when 
residents raised problems about ser¬ 
vices at Sai Medical Centre in For¬ 
rester Street near the town centre. 

She said her inquiries showed that 
the current Sai operator Mailing 
Health had previously run a site, in 
Essex, where the CQC found that staff 
were hired who were not qualified to 
work with patients and had not been 
through recruitment checks. NHS 
England, which commissions GP ser¬ 
vices through the area clinical commis¬ 
sioning group, said it had received no 
complaints about the firm since it took 
over Sai Medical on April 1 this year. 

Written 

It said there had been complaints 
about locums at the site prior to 2011 
when a different company ran the 
centre. And efforts were being made 
to find a permanent provider for the 
patients. Miss Vaz said: “Our constitu¬ 
ents need more information and trans¬ 
parency in the NHS. Many complained 
to me about their local GP service, Sai 
Medical. 

“They were told that they had to 
complain to the Patient Advice and 
Liaison Service. They were never seen 
by the same doctor, only by a continu¬ 
ous supply of locums. My constituents 
were right to complain, yet their voices 
were not heard. I have written to the 
CQC asking for an investigation into 
Mailing Health at Sai Medical.” 

NHS England spokesman Carl 
Jessop said: “We take complaints re¬ 
garding the services we commission 
seriously. If appropriate, any perfor¬ 
mance concerns will be addressed in 
line with NHS England’s policy and 
procedures.”

Health in 

THE health of residents is worse 
and deprivation higher in Walsall 
compared to the national average, a 
new report has revealed. 

It states that infant mortality 
rates, obesity and the number of 
under-18s getting pregnant are sig¬ 
nificantly worse than elsewhere in 
England. A health profile for the 
borough has been drawn up and 
released by Public Health England 


borough 

and its findings have prompted con¬ 
cerns from Healthwatch Walsall. 

Figures show more than 29 per 
cent of children in the borough live 
in poverty and 22 per cent of young¬ 
sters in year six are classed as obese. 

The estimated levels of adult ex¬ 
cess weight and smoking and phys¬ 
ical activity are also worse than the 
average for the country. It states: 
“The health of people in Walsall is 


below UK average 


generally worse than the England 
average. Deprivation is higher than 
average and about 29.2 per cent 
children live in poverty. 

“Life expectancy for both men 
and women is lower than the Eng¬ 
land average. Life expectancy is 10.8 
years lower for men and eight years 
lower for women in the most de¬ 
prived areas of Walsall than in the 
least deprived areas.” 


However, priorities identified in 
the joint strategic needs assessment 
and health and well-being strategy 
have highlighted the likes of tack¬ 
ling health inequalities. 

Healthwatch Walsall, which rep¬ 
resents the public on healthcare 
issues, said they would be seeking 
talks with health service commis¬ 
sioners to see the best way of tack¬ 
ling such problems.

Council 'will build' on 
child safety progress 


MORE work still needs to be done despite 
children’s safeguarding services in Walsall 
having its improvement notice lifted, council 
bosses have said. 

Steps have been taken to improve the service af¬ 
ter criticisms of two years ago, when Ofsted claimed 
children were left at ‘potential risk of harm’. The 
authority has been closely scrutinised by the De¬ 
partment for Education. 

Edward Timpson MP, 
secretary of state for chil¬ 
dren and families, has writ¬ 
ten to council leader Mike 
Bird to inform him that the 
improvement notice has 
been lifted. 

Children’s services were 
required to develop a de¬ 
tailed improvement plan 
following the damning re¬ 
port which was published 
in June 2012. Inspectors 
branded Walsall’s safe¬ 
guarding services and its 
capacity to improve as inad¬ 
equate. Out of a total of 22 
judgment areas, eight areas 
of practice were found to be 
inadequate 

Progress has been moni¬ 
tored regularly by the DfE, 

Ofsted and by independent 
improvement board chair 
Chris Spencer. Improve¬ 
ments have included a rise 
in the number of staff at¬ 
tending safeguarding train¬ 
ing, a cut in referral times 
and an upturn in completed 
assessments. 

The removal of the notice 
follows a subsequent inspec¬ 
tion by Ofsted last year.

Ex-doctor 
who ran 
a surgery 
dies at 93 

A FORMER doctor who 
served thousands of pa¬ 
tients for more than 25 
years has died at the age of 
93. Peter Pollitt ran his own 
surgery on Broadway in 
Walsall, which had 3,500 pa¬ 
tients, as well as working in 
casualty at the old Walsall 
General Hospital. 

He started working in 
Walsall in 1951 before retir¬ 
ing in the late 1970s when 
he moved to the village of 
Cleeve Prior, near Evesham. 

Dr Pollitt died suddenly 
at home. He worked at 
Stafford General Hospital 
before moving to Walsall in 
1951. He became a magis¬ 
trate in the 1970s. His son 
Nick said: “As a logical and 
fair man he wanted to be 
serve as a magistrate to be 
fair to all who appeared be¬ 
fore him.” Dr Pollitt did his 
national service in post-war 
Egypt as a doctor and sur¬ 
geon near the Suez Canal. 

His main hobby was 
photography. He took 
thousands of photographs 
particularly wildlife. He al¬ 
ways kept up with the latest 
technologies talking to his 
grandchildren on Facebook 
into his 90s. Nick, an ex-pu¬ 
pil of Queen Mary’s Gram¬ 
mar School, said: “He was 
always proud of his job as a 
doctor.” 

He leaves three sons, 
three grandsons, and two 
great-grandchildren. His fu¬ 
neral took place on Monday.

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Academy 
status bid 
talks call 
on school 

UNION chiefs are calling 
for further talks with coun¬ 
cil bosses and school chiefs 
after a strike was staged 
to protest against plans to 
turn a school in Walsall into 
an academy. 

Bloxwich C of E Primary 
School, which was put into 
special measures after an 
Ofsted inspection last No¬ 
vember, is hoping to gain 
academy status early next 
year. 

The school was closed to 
pupils on Wednesday July 
16 after teachers voted to 
take strike action and mem¬ 
bers of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Schoolmasters Union 
of Women Teachers formed 
a picket line in High Street 
armed with signs and ban¬ 
ners. 

Union bosses are now call¬ 
ing for further talks to take 
place with Walsall Council’s 
children’s services boss and 
school chiefs in September 
in a bid to resolve the situa¬ 
tion but warned that further 
strike action could be taken 
in the autumn if concerns do 
not disappear. 

Staff fear that turning 
the school into an academy 
would lead to parents, chil¬ 
dren and teachers facing 
an uncertain future if a bad 
decision is made by a small 
selection of people and have 
urged that alternative ave¬ 
nues are explored. 

Council move 
to aid scheme 

A COUNCIL will dispose of 
its land to help pave the way 
for a new £11 million retail 
and leisure complex. 

Walsall Council is plan¬ 
ning to relinquish its inter¬ 
ests near the town’s High 
Street as part of the St Mat¬ 
thews Quarter plans. 

The council is responsible 
for an alleyway off the High 
Street and a report is due 
before cabinet in the next 
few months to disposal of its 
interests in the land. 

The plans, from develop¬ 
ers St Modwen, would cre¬ 
ate 11 units including space 
for retail, restaurants and 
leisure, creating 200 jobs.

being backed by the Trussell Trust, a na¬ 
tional food bank chain. 

Pelsall’s Councillor Marco Longhi pre¬ 
sented a special certificate of thanks to the 
shop’s owners Amanda and Robert Free¬ 
man for their support. 

“Some of our customers who were aware 
of the food bank asked if we could help in 
some way. We were able to source some 
floor materials to ensure the scheme met 
the food hygiene standards. It’s a chance to 
support a good cause,” Mrs Freeman says.

He says those who use the facility will 
be referred by professionals, including GPs, 
school and nursery workers, children’s ser¬ 
vices, Walsall’s crisis team and Citizen’s 
Advice Bureau.

Over the past five years, 
the congregation has given 
around £750,000 to the 
scheme, grants and fund¬ 
raising has brought in more 
than £100,000 and pledges 
are expected to pull in about 
£150,000 over the next three 
years.

Almost 2,000 people turned up to 
have a look at four diesel locomotives 
that once shunted beer around the 
Bass, Worthington and Marstons sites 
in Burton-Upon-Trent. 

Visitors could also sample beers 


from Burton Bridge Brewery aboard a 
steam locomotive that ran trips along 
the line in Burntwood. 

Railway enthusiast and volunteer 
Bryan Marks said: “It’s been a fantas¬ 
tic event and very well attended. Peo¬ 
ple have been able to enjoy seeing the 
engines doing what they do best while 
enjoying a pint of lovely beer.” 

Three of the engines, constructed by 
Burton-upon-Trent firm Baguley Ltd, 
were once a major part of operation at 
the breweries, moving barrels, malt 


and hops around their sites. They in¬ 
clude Bass No. 5 the first diesel engine 
built for the company in 1939 that 
carried out work in the company’s 
grain department, hauling pumping 
machinery. 

It was sold by 1967 when Bass 
closed its internal railway system and 
went over to road haulage instead. 

Visitors could also see trucks dat¬ 
ing back to the 1920s that were used 
alongside the trains to transport beer 
and brewing materials.

“A GOVERNMENT, which robs 
Peter to pay Paul can always 
depend on the support of Paul.” 

So said George Bernard 
Shaw. And now we’re starting 
to see that in action with council 
tax benefit. 

The benefit was scrapped last 
year because ministers said the 
welfare bill had doubled under 
Labour. Local authorities were 
left to their own devices in how 
to deal with people who had pre¬ 
viously been getting their council 
tax bills paid for them. 

They were given the option of 
either cutting the benefit, scrap¬ 
ping discounts for people with 
second homes and empty prop¬ 
erties or plugging the gap by us¬ 
ing their own limited funds. 

But they could not cut benefits 
for pensioners or change the 25 
per cent discount for single adult 
households. 

Wolverhampton City Council’s 
plan has been amended this 
week as it continues to grapple 
with £123 million of cuts and the 
prospect of 2,000 job losses. 

Around 18,500 households 
with working-age adults are now 
set to see their council tax bills 
soar by 83 per cent. 

That sounds enormous, but 
it’s worth bearing in mind they 
weren’t paying that much in the 
first place. 

Since the changes came into 
effect last year a family on bene¬ 
fits in a Band A house was pay¬ 
ing about £120 a year. 

That’s going to go up to £220. 

It might not seem like much 
for the year, but if you’re in a 
household that needs benefits 
to get by, £220 is massive. 

Either way, this can only be a 
temporary solution. Even in cold, 
purely statistical terms, taxpay¬ 
ers will end up paying somehow, 
either for the benefits or through 
reduced council services. 

The best way to cut the ben¬ 
efits bill is to cut the number of 
people who have to rely on ben¬ 
efits. 

That means lots of private 
sector jobs, paid at a wage peo¬ 
ple can live off without needing 
support while also paying tax 
and filled by a workforce skilled 
in the trades employers want. 

THE UKIP problem for the Tories 
is not going away. And despite 
what UKIP would like to think 
about its appeal to working class 
voters, it is the Conservatives it 
is hitting the hardest, to Labour’s 
benefit. 

Take the latest polling by Tory 
peer Lord Ashcroft, who helped 
bankroll much of the campaign¬ 
ing in marginal seats in 2010. 

His survey shows Labour are 
on course to regain Wolver¬ 
hampton South West next year. 

Yet UKIP is the biggest bene¬ 
ficiary in terms of the swing from 
other parties, taking 11 per cent 
more votes than in 2010 from the 
sample reported. 

Labour has increased its sup¬ 
port by seven per cent. But if 
that result moves from the poll to 
the ballot box, that’s all it’s going 
to need. A win’s a win.

Turning Japanese 


proving a winner 


For one award-winning 
Walsall gardening guru it’s 
always barbecue weather. 

ADAM BURLING reports 


FAMILIES across the region are 
taking advantage of the soar¬ 
ing temperatures and stoking 
up their barbecues. 

But not many of them will still 
grilling their sausages and burgers 
in midwinter like Peter Vann. 

The 62-year-old has created an indoor 
barbecue at his home in Bloxwich - and 
uses it to host parties all year round. 

His unusual garden design has helped 
him win a regional competition. And 
he admits the barbecue in his summer 
house is always the main talking point 
among visitors. 

The engineer built the contraption 
himself, with a charcoal grill and tall 
chimney. It is inspired by Scandinavian 
kota grills - but with an English country 
garden twist. 

He said: “We have barbecues when 
there’s thick snow on the ground - it’s 
great. I’d seen kota grills before and 
wanted to so something like that in my 
garden so I had the idea of putting it in 
the summer house. 

“We also have a barbecue on the ter¬ 
race outside that we have been using 
during the hot weather but it’s lovely to 
be able to sit in there when it’s freezing 
cold outside.” 

The garden has taken him seven years 
to create, and parts of it have been given 
a Japanese theme. Mr Vann came out 
top in the town’s In Bloom contest from 
more than 50 entries. 

He has lived in Gleneagles Road for 20 
years and said he made the decision to 
completely revamp his garden in 2007. 

And he did not do things by half. He 
has built the structures himself, includ¬ 
ing the summer house and the decking. 

It took him months to get the basic 
layout completed, and then he has added

to his collection of plants over the years 
since. “I’m delighted to have won this 
year’s Bloxwich In Bloom award,” said 
Mr Vann, who is married to Barbara 
and has two children. 

“People are always commenting on 
how nice the garden looks and when I 
saw the advert for the competition I de¬ 
cided to submit my entry.” 

He developed his idea for a far-east¬ 
ern theme from working months at a 
time in South Korea and fell in love 
with Japanese culture. “It was only 
seven years ago that I decided it needed 
a change. I ripped everything out and 
started again, using borders, decking 


and shrubs and plants such as Aralia, 
Maple and Holly Hedging to give it that 
Japanese theme.” 

He has been enjoying the warm 
weather in recent weeks by holding bar¬ 
becues outside, but admits visitors are 
always asking about the indoor grill. 

He said: “I’m really proud of it and 
everything I’ve done in the garden. 
I did it all myself and I’m glad people 
like it..” 

Mr Vann was offered £50 in garden 
vouchers for winning this year’s compe¬ 
tition but decided instead to donate the 
money to Prostate Cancer UK following 
the death of a family friend.

Nikki Rolls who helped coordinate 
this year’s Bloxwich In Bloom compe¬ 
tition said: “Peter’s garden won the 
competition by a unanimous vote. His 
garden is filled with a wow factor and is 
his very own Japanese sanctuary. 

“With a water feature purchased by 
his father, his garden also holds senti¬ 
mental memories of his lost loved ones, 
as well as having fantastic outside space 
which provides all year round use. 

“There’s a barbecue and bar room and 
an outside lounge complete with an out¬ 
side fire. His garden is full of japanese 
species, planting and shrubs which he 
designed and built himself.”

Driver who 
reversed up 
NI6 Toll was 
over limit 


A DRINK driver reversed along the M6 Toll for 
more than a mile after getting lost and ‘pan¬ 
icking’ because he had little cash and didn’t 
know how much it would cost, a court heard. 

Peter Harrison was stopped by police as he drove 
backwards up the slip road to the Norton Canes ser¬ 
vices. The 46-year-old, from Pelsall, had reached a 
toll plaza but then reversed along the hard shoulder. 


He was found to have 82 
microgrammes of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of breath. 
The legal limit is 35mg. 
During a hearing at Can¬ 
nock Magistrates Court, 
Harrison, of Avon Crescent, 
admitted driving a motor ve¬ 
hicle dangerously and when 
above the drink drive limit. 

He was given an interim 
driving disqualification but 
the case was adjourned for 
sentencing. 

Mr John Peel, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Harrison was seen 
in the Vauxhall Corsa just 
before midnight on July 7 
this year when an officer 
was on mobile patrol. 

He said that Harrison had 
told police that he had only 
consumed one-and-a-half 
pints on that evening, and 
had lost his way home. 

Mr Brij Chaudhry, de¬ 
fending, said his client had 
suffered from anxiety and 
depression adding: “On the 
night in question he was 
travelling from a friend’s 
house. He consumed a 
pint-and-a-half during that 
evening. He is travelling 
home, he loses his way and 
ends up on the M6 Toll

Road. He has never been on 
before. 

“He has little funds, he 
doesn’t know how much 
the Toll costs. He has never 
been in that situation be¬ 
fore. He takes a most foolish 
decision and reverses to that 
service area so he can try 
and get his bearings.” 

Mr Chaudhry said Har¬ 
rison was drinking on the 
Sunday night, the evening 
before, and the reason for 
the excess alcohol level 
could have been due to a ‘top 
up’ from then. He added: 
“There was no accident or 
injury to any person. He has 
shown genuine remorse. It 
was late at night, the traf¬ 
fic was light, he was on the 
hard shoulder.” 

Harrison was given a 12- 
month community order, 
200 hours unpaid work and 
disqualified from driving for 
14 months. He was banned 
for 21 months for driving 
with excess alcohol, to run 
concurrently, fined £315 
and told to pay £85 costs 
and £60 victim surcharge.

Road ban 
man jailed 
for driving 


A MAN who twice flouted a driving ban im¬ 
posed following a crash which killed a work¬ 
mate has been jailed for 12 months. 

Sharaf Ebrahimi was caught driving twice within the 
space of four days, months receiving a suspended prison 
term and driving ban for causing death by careless driving 
in a smash which killed his colleague Colin Stevenson. 


Ebrahimi pulled out in 
front of Mr Stevenson’s 
Vauxhall Vectra at a road 
junction in Bloxwich in Oc¬ 
tober 2012. 

The impact forced Mr Ste¬ 
venson’s car into a head-on 
collision with a lorry being 
driven in the opposite direc¬ 
tion. 

At the time, Ebrahimi 
worked with Mr Stevenson 
at APC parcels in Norton 
Canes. 

In January this year, 
Ebrahimi was handed a six- 
month suspended prison 
sentence and a seven-year 
driving ban for causing 
death by careless driving, al¬ 
though the ban was reduced 
to four years on appeal. 

But Mr Kevin Jones, pros¬ 
ecuting, said on June 9 this 
year he was caught driving 
at 9.15am. 

He was arrested and 
granted police bail, but

three days later he was 
caught driving again, this 
time in a van. Mr Lee Mas¬ 
ters, defending, said his 
client had been in custody 
since he was stopped for the 
second offence on June 12. 

The 38-year-old of Dar- 
laston Road, Pleck, Walsall, 
had pleaded guilty to two 
charges of driving while 
disqualified, two charges of 
driving without insurance, 
and a charge of breaching a 
suspended prison sentence. 

At Wolverhampton 
Crown Court, Recorder Mr 
Julian Taylor sentenced him 
to four months in prison for 
each of the three charges, 
and Mr Taylor said they 
should all run consecutively. 

He was also issued with 
two 12-month driving bans.

Firm to lose its licence 
after 'illegal' beer bid 


A TRANSPORT and metal 
firm will lose its transport li¬ 
cence after it was accused 
of helping illegally transport 
thousands of litres of beer. 

Willenhall business Albion Met¬ 
al & Waste Ltd has broken ‘basic 
rules’, the West Midlands Traffic 
Commissioner ruled. 

Commissioner Nick Jones said the 
firm had used its operator’s licence 
to assist in the illegal importation of 
alcohol. At a public inquiry, Mr Jones 
heard one of the company’s vehicles 
had been seized in Dover by Her Maj¬ 
esty’s Revenue & Customs in Janu¬ 
ary 2013 after picking up the beer in 
France. 

Officers found the vehicle was car¬ 
rying over 23,000 litres of beer. When 
the driver produced paperwork for the 
load to HMRC officers, they found the 
same document had previously been 
used for the transportation of alcohol. 

Paperwork 

Director and transport manager of 
the firm, Bryan Jewkes said he had not 
been importing alcohol illegally at the 
hearing but the commissioner says he 
was unable to provide any paperwork 
to support his evidence. He had not 
pursued an appeal to get the vehicle 
back. He has insisted he had done 
‘nothing wrong’. 

But he said he could not afford to 
appeal against the ruling as it would 
cost him up to £20,000 in legal fees. Mr 
Jewkes will also be disqualified from 
holding or obtaining a licence for 12 
months and will not be able to work 
as a transport manager again until he 
passes an examination. 

The commissioner also heard from 
examiners at the Driver and Vehicle 
Standards Agency, DVSA. Their in¬ 
vestigations revealed numerous issues

with vehicle and driver standards, in¬ 
cluding that a vehicle was issued with 
a safety critical prohibition notice for 
a poor quality repair; a vehicle parked 
on the road did not have a valid MOT; 
a number of infringements were found 
from driver tachograph records. Mr 
Jewkes told the commissioner he had 
business experience and that improve¬ 
ments had been made since. 

However, the regulator expressed 
his disappointment that Mr Jewkes 
could not show how he had dealt with 
driver offences - and had also been 


committing offences himself. Mr Jew¬ 
kes was unable to produce any evi¬ 
dence to show the required systems 
were now in place. 

Mr Jones said: “This operator had 
run vehicles to a very low standard 
without the minimum expertise being 
met. Mr Jewkes has not performed a 
proper role as transport manager. It 
is clear his success had been obtained 
by manipulating rules, including those 
relating to the importation of alcohol.” 

The company’s licence will be re¬ 
voked tomorrow, Friday.

CCIV under 
scrutiny 
following 
cell death 

CCTV footage from a police station is being 
studied by independent investigators after a 
mother-of-four died shortly after her arrest. 

The probe was launched after Sharmilla Ullah, 
aged 30, was taken to Bloxwich Police Station, in 
Station Road, where she was detained on July 9 by 
police on suspicion of shoplifting. 

She became unwell and |jy AdaiTI BllHilig 


was taken to Walsall Manor 
Hospital where she received 
treatment before being re¬ 
leased back into police cus¬ 
tody in the early hours of 
July 10. 

At around 11.45am she 
became unwell again and 
was taken back to hospi¬ 
tal but was declared dead 
shortly after arrival. 

Toxicology tests have also 
be carried out. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is now carrying out 
a probe into what contact 
took place between the dead 
woman and West Midlands 
Police. 

IPCC spokesman David 
Carnell said: “IPCC inves¬ 
tigators were deployed on 
Thursday afternoon to the 
West Midlands to deal with 
the death of a 30-year-old 
woman while in custody at 
Bloxwich Police Station. 


“Our work is ongoing, 
particularly in analysing 
CCTV footage from the cus¬ 
tody suite. A post mortem 
has been conducted and the 
results of toxicology tests 
are awaited.” 

West Midlands Police said 
the matter was referred 
to the IPCC as a matter of 
routine and the commission 
has sent investigators to 
examine the circumstances 
surrounding the woman’s 
death. 

Miss Ullah’s sister, Sa¬ 
bina Khadija, claims she was 
told by officers Sharmilla 
had died in her cell. 

She added: “My mum and 
my sisters and I are all dev¬ 
astated that Sharmilla has 
died and we just want to 
know what happened. She 
was always the life and soul 
of any party.”

Sailor's love letters 
in hands of relative 



HISTORIC letters rescued 
from the remains of a bonfire 
are now in the hands of a dis¬ 
tant relative of the sailor who 
penned them. 

Almost two dozen letters dating 
back to between 1916 and 1922, 
sent by Royal Navy sailor Jack 
Southall to his wife in Walsall 
about his life at sea, were found 
byJoyce Onions when she went to 
view a house in Bentley Lane, in 
1978. 

Several photographs were also found 
with the letters, that had been scat¬ 
tered around a bonfire in the garden 
of the property. Mrs Onions recently 
appealed in the Express & Star for 
relatives of the sailor to come forward. 

Recognised 

Grandfather-of-four Peter Pritchard 
was surprised when he recognised a 
couple in one of the pictures that had 
been printed to be his late parents, 
Frank and Betty Pritchard, who were 
married at St Paul’s Church, Walsall, 
around 1930. 

The 79-year-old, of Silver Birch 
Coppice, Sutton Coldfield, said his 
great uncle Tom Stokes had lived at 
the Bentley Lane address with his 
wife Lily until they both died in the 
late 1960s. He said Mrs Stokes’ sister 
Annie, who was Mr Southall’s wife, 
had come to live with the pair after her 
husband drowned at sea. 

It is not known where she had 
moved from, but it is thought she 
moved address again after Mr and Mrs 
Stokes died. “My ex-wife mentioned 
she had seen the story in the newspa¬ 
per,” Mr Pritchard said. 

“I think it is incredible they had 
been found in a bonfire in 1978 and 
kept all this time. It’s amazing. 

“I know my great uncle Tom lived 
at the house and the photos and let¬ 
ters must have been kept by the peo-

pie who bought the house after he died 
and Joyce spotted them around the 
bonfire and rescued them. ” 

“She told me he had drowned at sea 
but she never used to talk about it. 
That was one of the strange things.” 

Letters penned by Mr Southall 
about his life at sea during the First 
World War and beyond had described 
how he explored cathedrals, caves and

the masterpieces of Michelangelo as 
his voyage took him from country to 
country. He started many letters with 
‘My own darling wife’ and signed off 
with the words ‘your own darling and 
ever loving hubby, Jack’. 

Mrs Onions, 69, of Bradshaw Ave¬ 
nue, Darlaston, who kept the letters in 
a drawer, said: “I’m absolutely ecstatic 
that someone has come forward.”

How village was left devastated 
after outbreak of First World War 


IN 1914, Griffiths Green in Claver- 
ley consisted of nine houses. Six 
of the households in that one 
small road had young men who 
were called up to serve in the 
First World War. 

Three of those young men would 
never return. 

While the First World War had a terrible 
impact on most of Britain, in small, close- 
knit communities such as Claverley, the 
pain was felt more than most. 

The church was suddenly bereft of bell 
ringers and choristers. Claverley Swifts 
football team found itself without players. 
And when the young men finally did return 
in 1918, they came back to a community 
which would never be quite the same again. 

“In 1914, the village of Claverley had a 
population of around 1,600,” says Derek 
Moorhouse, a researcher with the Claverley 
Memories Local History Society. 

“More than 200 of them were enlisted to 
serve with the forces, and a third of them 
were killed or injured.” 

The role Claverley played in the war was

commemorated in an exhibition organised 
by the history society. And it is hard not to 
be moved by some of the stories. 

Take for example, Mary Bolland, a 
widow who lost two sons during the con¬ 
flict. “Frederick Bolland had been living in 
Canada when he heard the war had started, 
and he returned home to enlist with the 
Shropshire Yeomanry,” says Mr Moor¬ 
house, who is his great nephew. 

“He went to Egypt where he contracted 
a fever, and he died in Alexandria in 1916, 
aged 24.” The following January, Trooper 
Bolland’s younger brother Richard was also 
called up , and enlisted with the 4th Battal¬ 
ion King’s Shropshire Light Infantry. 

He later transferred to the 9th Battalion 
Royal Welch Fusiliers and served at Poly¬ 
gon Wood in the Third Battle of Ypres in 
October 1917. He was sent back to Eng¬ 
land after suffering gunshot wounds, but 
returned to the Ypres Salient after treat¬ 
ment. When his regiment was called to take 


part in the Third Battle of Aisne during the 
German Spring Offensive of 1918, he re¬ 
ceived fatal wounds. 

A telegram sent to his mother on June 
11, 1918 - by this time she had moved to 
Victoria Road, Wolverhampton - was blunt 
and to the point: “Your son, Private R Bol¬ 
lard, Royal Welch Fusiliers, is dangerously 
ill. Regret permission to visit cannot be 
granted.” A fortnight later he was dead. 

Like many of the young men who grew up 
in Claverley at that time, the Bolland broth¬ 
ers both worked as farm labourers. 

Mr Moorhouse, aged 74, says: “Farm la¬ 
bourers made very good soldiers.” 

Another who volunteered was Charles 
Lloyd, a 14-year-old who lied about his age 
so he could sign up with the 1 Battalion 
Kings Shropshire Light Infantry. 

It seems he might not have found mil¬ 
itary life all he was hoping for; while sta¬ 
tioned in Northern Ireland he was jailed for 
14 days after breaking out of his barracks. 

In September, 1914, he left for France, 
days before taking part in the First Battle 
of Aisnee. He also fought in the Battle of 
Armentieres, where he received shrapnel 
wounds to his head, but he was discharged 


after hospital treatment. In February 1915 
he contracted trenchfoot - or possibly frost¬ 
bite - and was treated in a hospital. In June 
he was dischargedafter it was discovered 
he was not as old as he claimed. His story 
came as a big surprise to one visitor to the 
exhibition, his nephew Allen Abbott. 

The 66-year-old retired electrician, of 
Goodyear Avenue, Low Hill, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, was not only unaware of his uncle’s 
exploits, he was not even aware that he ex¬ 
isted. His grandfather married Pte Lloyds’s 
widowed mother Harriet, who lived on a 
farm at Rudge Heath, and their son Wil¬ 
liam Dennis - Allen Abbot’s father - was 
Charles Lloyd’s step-brother. 

Another village hero was Alec Boucher, a 
schoolteacher in Halesowen. He was one of 
four brothers who served. Cyril and Den¬ 
nis were both badly injured in action. 

The lieutentant in the 11 Battalion Royal 
Warwickshire Regiment was awarded the 
Military Cross in November, 1915, after 
recovering a wounded comrade from no¬ 
man’s land while wounded himself. 

He was killed in action on November 18, 
1916 at the end of the Battle of Ancre - the 
last phase of the Battle of the Somme.

You can get 
a slice of the 
action with 
new Leon FR

You can’t have your cake and eat it, so the 
old saying goes: but like so many things in 
the motoring world technology has changed 
all that. 

You can have a car that is both fast and frugal, and 
one of the best examples currently on the market is 
SEAT’S Leon FR, the diesel-fuelled equivalent of the 
mighty Cupra. 

In three-door coupe body style only, it’s sleek, stylish and 
better equipped than many more expensive ‘premium’ sa¬ 
loons: it’s also capable of tackling the 0 to 62mph in 7.4 
seconds and yet it is also capable of averaging more than 
62mpg with low C02 emissions of 119g/km. 

That’s with the DSG automated transmission: the six- 
speed manual isn’t any quicker but fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions are a bit lower still. 

But it isn’t only quick in the sprint: with 380NM of torque 
(more than a Porsche Cayman) from as low as 1,750rpm 
it pulls strongly from the word go, unleashing convincing 
in-gear acceleration for rapid exits to corners and effective 
overtaking. 

There are rivals - the flagships of the diesel-powered Golf 
GTis and Audi A3s which are, of course, from the same sta¬ 
ble, with the same engine. There’s also the BMW 1 Series 
M Sport, but you’d have to pay between £2,200 and £5,000 
more for one of these different badges. 

Beauty is in the eye of the beholder but the FR is arguably 
the real head-turner or the bunch, with its sculptured body 
work and LED headlights and taillights. 

Unlike many hot hatchbacks of the past, the Leon is one 
of the most complete cars around, and one that will bring a 
smile to your face and, with room for five in comfort, it’s also 
perfect for transporting the family. Like all new generation 
Leons, there’s more head and legroom and boot space is 
up by around ten per cent, to 390 litres with five on board. 

The FR has sports suspension and the car is lowered by 
some 15mm, with steering that is light yet positive which 
makes tackling twisty roads a pleasure. 

The top FRs (there’s also a 150Ps version) also get a mul¬ 
ti-link suspension system, designed to ensure maximum 
contact between tyre and road. And like all new-generation 
Leons, it’s considerably lighter and has a wider track than its 
predecessor to improve handling. 

Smooth 

The sharp handling doesn’t come at the expense of a 
typically harsh sporting car ride: in fact it is notably smooth 
and quiet. It has a combination of real-world performance, 
passenger comfort and refinement which would make it a 
serious competitor in the grand tourer class. 

At the car’s heart is a two-litre, turbocharged diesel (the 
same used in the Golf and Audi) with 184ps of power, or 
181bhp in old money, which for SEAT is reserved solely for 
FR models. 

The test car was fitted with the group’s DSG dual clutch, 
six-speed transmission which is renowned for its smooth 
and responsive operation. 

Naturally there are paddles behind the steering wheel for 
rapid manual changes. I find the DSG’s electronic controls 
are intelligent enough for almost any conditions, but the 
ability to easily down shift for fine control on a steep incline, 
for example, is sometimes welcome. 

Inside, the centre of the dash is dominated by the colour 
touch screen control for, among other things, the premium 
sound system and satnav. Most stereo, trip and telephone 
controls are duplicated on the steering wheel. 

The touch screen also controls, simply and intuitively, fea¬ 
tures such as the comprehensive trip computer and SEAT’S 
driver profile system: two quick dabs of the index finger and 
you can rapidly set the car up in normal, eco or sport mode, 
or indeed to your individual preferences. 

Usefully, though, you can bimble along in eco mode and 
do your bit for the environment but, should an overtaking 
opportunity present itself, a nudge of the gear selector takes 
you straight into sport mode, dropping a gear or two and 
unleashing all that power and torque. 

Driver profile alters throttle response, steering feel and, in 
DSG versions, gearbox response, to suit the circumstances: 
for example in sport mode holding the lower gear to higher 
rpm. 

In ‘normal’ mode, the throttle is less sharp, the steering 
feels lighter and the DSG will change gear hold the higher 
gears for longer, for better economy and smooth progress 
around town. 

Eco mode takes that profile a little further and even alters 
the climate control and engine stop/start systems to maxim¬ 
ise fuel savings. 

It’s part of a raft of technology fitted to the FR, much of 
it designed to make the car even safer. Apart from the now 
usual ABS and stability controls, there is a limited slip dif¬ 
ferential for improved cornering performance plus hill start 
cissist

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Deception in the best way

The new Citroen C4 Picasso is 
one of the most deceiving cars 
on the road today. 

Outwardly the Picasso Exclusive+ 
e-HDi looks a neat and compact 
model on 17” alloys, but the clever¬ 
ly designed exterior hides a bench- 
mark-setting interior space and mas¬ 
sive boot. 

There’s no doubting that this Picasso is 
the latest incarnation of the company’ bold 
tradition of MPVs but by using PSA Peuge¬ 
ot Citroen’s EMP2 platform the company 
has come up with something very different 
on the inside. 

And the innovations doesn’t stop with 
design either because the test model 
could top 1187mph and race to 62mph in 
11.8 seconds yet still record combined fuel 
figures of 70.6mph and C02 emissions of 
only 105g/km. 

Flexible 

That means you may no road tax and 
can claim a benefit in kind rating of 17 per 
cent. 

The four cylinder, stop/start, 115hp en¬ 
gine delivers impressively flexible perfor¬ 
mance, so you don’t have to work the en¬ 
gine hard to make decent progress. 

But the automatic model on test would 
not have been my personal choice. After a 
week behind the wheel I was still struggling 
to come to terms with the gear shift control 
which sits awkwardly on the dash behind 
the steering wheel. 

The automatic gear change was too 


clunky for me, even when using the steer¬ 
ing wheel paddles the gear change was 
too evident. 

The steering is light and easy around 
town providing just enough reassurance 
at motorway speeds, despite a little bit of 
rear-end movement in tight bends. 

The test car came with cruise control, 
collision alert, park assist and sensors, 
reversing camera and a bloody annoy¬ 
ing lane-change alert system which I just 
couldn’t fathom how to switch off. 

The fascia is made of strong and attrac¬ 
tive stuff and Citroen have gone down the 
road of providing all the driver information 
on a very neat colour screen, which I found 
much easier to manipulate than many I 
have tried recently. 

Stability 

Citroen has paid their usual levels of at¬ 
tention to safety and you get stability con¬ 
trol and all-round curtain airbags, which 
has helped the model achieve the maxi¬ 
mum five stars in Euro NCAP tests. 

Like most rivals, it has an engine immo¬ 
biliser, deadlocks and locking wheel nuts 
to help fend off thieves. 

The huge boot swallowed two sets of 
golf clubs and trollies while the three com¬ 
fortable rear seats can be folded or moved 
back and forth to suit just about every 
need. 

The fact that all three of these seats come 
with Isofix child-seat mountings adds to the 
practicality, and there’s enough head- and 
legroom for six-footers. 

Every C4 Picasso comes with alloy 
wheels, Bluetooth and a six-speaker stereo 
with a USB socket.

A digital radio is standard from the sec¬ 
ond trim level upwards, and range-top- 
ping models have everything from adap¬ 
tive cruise control to a front passenger’s 
seat that reclines like an old-school busi¬ 
ness-class chair. 

The leather covered steering wheel ad¬ 
justs neatly for rake and height and the half 


leather seats are an attractive and particu¬ 
larly strong feature of this model. 

The C4 Picasso Exclusive + e-HDi 115 
ETG6 that was on test would set you back 
£24,455 but with metallic paint, park as¬ 
sist, Xenon headlighs, security pack and 
space saver spare wheel that mounts up 
to £23,550.
